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The role of the student as a voice is in a process of great change. In the 
past while, I have found this to be in fact a realization. Many may scoff, 
but however slowly this may appear more responsibility has been placed on 
the individual student. Although full satisfaction in one year has not been 
realized, (Student Rights and Curriculum) one must understand that found- 
ation in these areas has been made, and that the succeeding students must 
accept these foundations and slowly build with them. Perhaps even full re- 
vision may be in order, but the initial long drawn-out process must be rea- 
lized. Perhaps an understanding of the so-called "Silent majority" may now 
prevail through initiated understanding. I plead with you to support the re- 
sponsible individuals that care, by yourself demonstrating unapathetic re- 
sponsibility. One might think that by not throwing a dried up crust on the 
floor is of little importance, but to those care this has many implications, 
When the administration or "establishment" is pressured into releasing re- 
sponsibility, they take a good long look at how the less important respon- 
sibilities are accepted. Then and only then will they feel students are pre- 
pared to accept responsibility and another stepping stone will have fallen, 
and more responsibility can be initiated. I ask again that the succeeding 
two classes demonstrate willful acceptance of responsibility and help 

those that were chosen to represent them. Second, take these hard fought 
foundations and build with them, so that in some time in the not-so-dis-~ 
tant future, students will be allowed to carry full socially orientated re- 
sponsibilities in the era of rapid development. Be aware, be responsible, 
and through this you will be prepared!
